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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Shuman (US 2003/0151783 Al) . 

Shuman discloses a spatial light modulator comprising a 
multiplicity of pixels arranged in a lattice form (paragraph 
[0039]) for selecting a transmission or reflection state and a 
blocking state of light on each pixel thereby spatially 
modulating light intensity (line 2 to line 3 of paragraph 
[0042] ) , the spatial light modulator; wherein light 
transmissivity distribution or light reflectivity distribution 
over whole pixels is set such that a light transmissivity or 
light reflectivity is lower at and around a center of an 
arrangement of the pixels and increased with increasing distance 
from the center, (paragraph [0055] ) . 

Regarding claim 2, one of ordinary skill in the art 
appreciates that Galilean apodizer of Shuman discloses the light 
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transmissivity distribution or ligh reflectivity distribution 
being set substantially inversely proportional to Gaussian 
distribution (i.e., to produce flat-top intensity profile). 

Regarding claims 3 and 4, Shuman discloses the light 
transmissivity through or light reflectivity upon the pixels 
being inherently set on each pixel. 

Regarding claims 5 and 6, Shuman discloses the modulator 
being used in a holographic recording/ reproducing apparatus 
which is inherently comprises a control means an light -receiving 
means (paragraph [0036] to [0041] ) .
